there to pay and doe in euery behalfe. as though no ſuch Pꝛoclamation of Adiournement had bee ne had oꝛ made. And his 
Dighneſle further pleaſure and commaundement is, that all Sheriffes ſhall returne their Wꝛits and Pꝛoces, againſt all 
ſuch Accomptants and Debters, at the dayes therein appointed.
